Thus, even though we had agreed to pay txaveT'expensea 
for Heins, thi.® will probably not ba necessary. In view of the time 
sequence, wc arc unsure. whether Raskaupkas h?,c! Hciar *s autliori* 
station to withdraw objections to the deposition.
